and a ſhipwrack unto all that have fought unto us ter ſheker 
from the ſtorme,. and to'our ſelves the one Nation againſt the 
ether,a rod of corretionand jealouſie, inthe hands of a few 
wicked and ungodly men, menof ſeparation, who divide the 
King from his people,and the people trom their Kinggind who: 
raiſe up brethren againſt brethren , that they inthe end might 
pre and make havock of all.

fy, astoarme themſelves for their own defence and preſervation, 
It will ſcarcely be beleeved by Strangers , by what means twa 
Nations fo near togethcy , and ſo ſtraitly tyed inall the bo 
of goodwill and mutual refpeF, where there was ſo little cauſe 0 
eſpouling theſe quarrells , wherin none of the Nations were 
concerned or wronged by the other in their own proper rights,

took another courle , yet we came onely with ſupplicatrons aud 
prayers > andto ſhew our invincible obedzence unto tus Majeſty, 
ſent up our Commiſſioners to Londen, who were rejetted, and 
never ſeen nor heard , and yet hoping with this unexampled 
attence to overcome the malice of our adverlaries, we lend up 
again our Commiſſioners with propeſitsons that were lo juſt , as 
that they contained nothing but what was before granted unto 
us , under his Majefties hand and {eal , nor could receive any 
genyall from 4 prew and jr/t Prince, as being all comprehended 
inthis. And which had been the ſumme and ſubjeR of all our 
ſupplications, proteſtattons , formations, -declarations, trom the be- 
ginning » namely , that the Fundamentall Laws of the King +» 
dome, which had been violated, and the Religion which was 
manifeſtly infringed, might in a tree Aſſembly and Parliament 
be again contirmed,and the unworthy authors legally queſito- 
ned, and which had been more expreſly ſet down in the Arti 
cles of pacification , that as there according to the tenor of the 
Articles ot agreement , all matrers civill were to be judged by 
Parliaments,and all Ecclefiaſticall matters by the aſſemblies of 
the Kirk : And that asthe Aﬀſemblypromiled by his Majeſty 
had been granted and had concluded the differences of the 
Kirk,ſo his —_ would not delay or deny the concluſion of 
the Parliament , for ratifying the a&s of this Aſſembly , and 
ſettling other differences of the Common-wealth,as was fully 
agreed in that Treatie at the Kings Camp, yet theſe propoſitions 
"and defires being fo neceſſarie and vitall unto this Kadome

of Kirk-men andthe milerable jealoufies of the Princes of the 
time,who minded more their private end and intereſt then the 
cauſe of Chriſt and his Kirk , was found in effeRt the ative en« 
ine and inſtrument to eſtabliſh and fertle the tyranny of the . 
—_ and his Clergie : wherfore the greater and more liyel 
are our apprehenfions of danger at this time , that all cheſs 
crooked aud crofle plots, interchecking one another, in deny 
ing a Parliament to us, where it was _ upon the honour 
of a King, and for the” ſafety of two ſuch Nations, in grantin 
1t unto you, where 1t was nut expected, for the reaſons that al 
wiſe men cannot but remember, and in forcing one upon Ire- 
land, where none is deſired : Giving out Commiſſions to de« 
roy us before we can apprehend any other or new guiltineſſe, 
but that we have been conſtant ſuters for the concluſion ofthe 
Parliament, and the fulfilling of the Articles of the treaty, 
raiſing our Parliament contrary to the Laws, and the expreſle 
Articles of the agreement ; inforcing Gariſons upon us , that 
they might force usto a neceſſary denyall of ſuch unreafonable 
demands, andto a neceſflity to provide for our ſelyes: thatall 
theſe, we know, are done and deviſed to pick a quarrel, andto 
be the ground of a falſe and wyre drawn Remonſtrance againſt 
us , and now by the particular inſtigation of theſe men we na« 
med before, a mighty army is preparing , and an utter ruine 
threatned to our _I_n and Countrey, * Leſt inregatd of 
theſe premiſſes, our ſilence inſo neceflary atime ſhouldargue 
a neglec& of our duty to God and our King, the ſafety and honour 
of our Conntrey , the- peaceand welfare of both the Nations, 
what ſo nearly trenches tothe prejudice and hazard of all tneſe, 
cannot be longer forborne ; Therfore we profeſſe before the 
\Cbriſtian world, and to our dear brethren-of England, eſpecially 
: the repreſentative Body of the Kingdome, now happily convey- 
ned in both the Houſes of Parkament, whom it moſt concerns, 
that we cannot otherwiſe judge and eſteem , but that all theſe

Proceed trom ſuch perſons as to ſerye their own ends under

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celour of adyancing his Majeſties Prerog ative , doe weak* 
Royall power, 'and bring the Kiggdomes unto contufton, bur 
thac they truly are firſt hammered in Spam and in the Conclavey 
and put into the hand of their cunning Artilans ainong you , 
who have ever been a viperous brood , which with tooth and 
pailezhave aſſayed co rent the bowels of their own mother, yea 
who never ſooner learned to obey the Roman Church as their 
mocher ,. but aſſoon they acknowledged the Catholick Kivg 
for their Father, and cheir owa King for an pſtrper , it they 
think him to be an Heretick ; So that we are 'perl[waded t hat 
neither the invincible Armado of the ezghty eigbe,nor the Guns 

wder plot , nor any other Royall Navie trom thence, like 
unto that which came the other yeare upon your coaſt, ( the 
which ye had the more reaſon to ſuſpect that it came ſo-un- 
looked for and at {o unſeaſonable atime) necds to be attempted 
any more tor the ruine of this le, but onely chat they be care- 
Full (as we doubt not they are) that the fire of this c1yal warre 
which hath been ſo long {moaking may be once kindled , and 
thatthey be ready under-hand to adde tewell to the flame

out of the fate harbour ob the quiet calme unto this preſeng- 
Korme,wherin.they are to make profix of both our fhipwracks 
if in this iraic it were-not allowed to the meaneſt paſſenger ta 
give warning of the imminent danger, we notwit ng of 
Our =_ and.intereſt in- your weltare- might hokd our peace t 
buvlince we-have beenin the firſt watch,” and have indured the 
firſt and.greateſt zowmext of this ſtorme , while yow-haye-been at 
reſt ; foz.your aſſurance that we cannot abandon-you, or leave 
you alone vne your turne , whet-you-are ſo near-to give tryall 
of your. courage-and-$kill, you may perceive by what hath-paſ- 
{ed,that no Aſtembly nor Payhament,no rotten Cable, 1p=- 
ping Anchor of Azticles and agreement, .whereunto we had 
faſtened our hopes , can be any roadand harbour ef ſafety unto 
us , fo-long as beth our enemies fit at the Helne and goyern 
all courſes thar are to be followed amongſt you.

well head and periodof time ,where and when they began fuft 
eo ſpring andariſe, when weleft to fear others by reafun of our 
Union, then began we to have necd to look forevill from our 
felyes : the fubcle enemies of this Ifle knowing that what was. 
not to be atterapted by open force » was tobe uiderraken and 
purſued by cunning and ſecrer practifes, rook the advantage of 
the humours of men,following commonly the nature. andthe

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Neftre bythe 6fr andconmon handling there, (6the manif 
prejudice of the Subjects right; and the reall weakening of the 
erue Royallpower, - bad it nor falne.in ſome of your Clergies 
hand, who to rhe ftaine of the Kirk and the bane of the Come 
'mon-wealth, have ſubje&edall men, 'and all-Laws; tothe ap« 
etite of the-Prince ,” of whom they have the abſolure rule, 
that ſo under that goodly viſour of his Royall power,they may 
accomplifh at laſt thar great defigne of the chanige of the Re- 
ligion and government of the Efſtae which they have fo long 
aimed at; whereof che y cannor faile in this happy conjurcure, 
where all things promiles them'good ſucceſſe.

iv their propoſitions and reaſons, or whether there was any 
ching to þe ſupplyed by us for a tull ſarisfation, and contrary 
ro the deſervings of our Commiſſioners ; for nothing is pre= 
tended to have efcaped them which might have deſer yed this _ 
captivitie : And as for the preſent condition of ſafetie of the 
Earle of Southesk , and Sir Lewes Stewart at Edinburgh, itcan.be 
n9 true ground chere of , bis Majeſty being fully informed by 
their own Letters , how that harmleſle accident of their ſur= 
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fee of the Covernour of the Caſtle , threatning preſeritly” 
upon their diſpatch, to diſcharge all his Ordinance againſt the” 

own; And toring. (as he was pleaſed ts ſpeak) an uncoutts 
peale of bells in their eares , and (we may truly adde) by their” 
own precipitation , and too great halte to ſpeed themſelves to 
the Ports tor eſcaping the common danger : Fhe multitude 
not without their own grounds , conceived that the arrefting' 
of chem mighc be a defence to themſelves , or at leaſt a delay * 
of the Goyernoursturie, But no ſooner were they arreſted by 
the People , but they were reſcued. by order from the Magi- 
ſtrate, and courteoully- uſed by ſuch of the Nobilitie and Gen- 
erie as were inthe Town, Since that time no violence bath 
been done againſt them,but they have of their own accord;and' 
for their own ſafetic ſtayed in the Town, with ſuch libertic as 
they think meet to uſe to repair to the Streets, Kirk, Gardens , 
or whicher they will. Andin what equity can a particulartu- 
mule of fome few Commons in one City, reflex upon the per-- 
fons ofthe Commidioners (ent from the whole Parliament of 
the whole Nation. | 

But at the writing hereof we are advertiſed, that the marter 
draweth a greater deep , and that the Lord. Lowdown is com-' 
mitted to the Towre , notupon the ſhallow pretext of ſafery 
£0 any arreſted. here, but upon his own-guikines, his hand and: 
fubſcription being tound at a Eetter JireQed to the French, 
King from certain. Earles and.Lords of Scotland, for imploring: 
his adiſtance to their courſes ; This by our adverſaries and: 
fuch as had decreedour deſtruion before, is already exagge- 
rat and raiſed to a mountaine, not onely to fall upon Ay 
Lowdown and-others whoſe hands are found in it ,. burthat all 
former friends and all indifferent perſons may ſtumblear our 
Cauſe , as hereby evidencedro. be nothing leſſe ferſooth then. 
Religion : But the Honourable Houſes ot.Pazliament, who- 
are acquainted with the defignes and malice of. our enemies, 
and to whom our inaocencie in times paſt cannot altogether 
be unknown are-more.grayeand wiſe then upon the hearing 
or ſeeing of ſuch aLerrer, co precipitate in judgement inſt 
us and our. Nation before. we be heard. For Geir farichaR 


on, and for vindicating-our-ſelyes , we are conſtrained againſt 
our hearts in this our Remonſtrance, to remember and repre- 
ſent the words of that unexempled Proclamation given at 
York April 25.1639-.otherwiſe never to have been refented,bue 
1d 40 ence, and in fudied ſenſe leſnes, I wee 
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not 23tttibuteto the. Majeſty of our King,bnt to the baſe cruelty: 
of our barbareus, enemies. The words are thus ; 

We are forced tohave v'courſe to 4 more yhary and quick, way to 
cure their obſtinancy and rebellion by the ſword of juſtice : And theyfore 
#n that caſe-we do proclaime all juch as shall rejea thy our free ind gras 
t:01y pardm,and does not retrrn before the ſaid eight dayes,to that cxvill. 
and dutifull abedgence its be from thenceforth - wer and Traitours 
80 146,0ur Crown and dignity., and declare all ther lands and poſſeſſions, 
goods and geiy to be forfeited to 18, and our Crown , ad that we thall 
dope of their land 5, poſſeſians goods and ger to our wel deſerving $ub= 
- Jett, Noblemen,Gentlemen;and others who thal adhere to us, C5 obey our: 
Juſt commands. 4nd to thy purpoſe we diſcharge all vaſials and tennants 
eq any rebels ; from making payment tq them f any of their rents,duties; 
or caſualties, and require them to keep the ſams' m their hands, the ona 
ba'f: whereof shall be kept for owr uſe, the orber balfe for themſelves : 
promiſing alſs to the tennants of the ſaid rebels., who sball leave then 

Maſters, and aſſiſt us to the maintenance of our authority, good tearms 
of yearcs imthe eſtates they, paſſeſſe, with the dumunition of the third 
at leaſt, if not more, of the duties they pay, as we sball find them to de+ 
ſerve by thei good ſervice and ready obedience to us : And to the vaſe 
als of ſuch ſuperiours as are rebels, that they shall become oftr smmediad 
tennants and vaſſals, and bold their lands and poſieſſims of us, and thas 
for payment of the third part leſſe duty then z contamed in their pre« 
ſent Charters, and they pr:ſcntly pay to their ſuperzour, providing they 
adhere to 1s, and aſſiſt not therr diſioyall ſupericurt, but leave then, and 
concurre with us for muntenance of our authority And if the ſuperior 
be loyall, and the wvaſſals and tennants refuſe thu our Grace , and ta 
gdbere tous, or to concurre with the ſaid ſuperiour 1n our ſer: ice, we 
declare it shall be leaſume for the ſaid ſuperiour to expell the ſai 
vaſſals and tennants thu rebel/zous, forthoef their lands and poſſeſſions. 
And what hall acceſſe 40 us by the forfeiture of their lands and poſſeſ= 
fans , we. freely d:ſpone and'totally refagne it to the loyal ſupertour, 
promifong to concurre and aſſiſt bim for effeAuating hereof. And fura 
ther we diſcharge all debtors who are addebted ſummes of money to any 
of the ſad rebels , to make payment to them of the ſummes of money 
addebrcd to.them, or any part thereof ; aſſuring our good SubjeAs, that 
ehry batt have retribution. out of the ſame moneyes as we 5hall 
them to aeſerve : and fo. forth as-foltoweth. WOT 

Although before this time we had heard front '6ur Colne 
trey-men abroad, that other States, Princes ad Nations did 
wonder much that theircars being 'filled with Informations 
Sgainſt us 4.nothing\hag come fromus-to' Make known _ , 
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temontcauſe,or otir eaſe and condition: yeefillhoping 2nd 
parrenely wairing for" 2 graei)us anſwer roovur many hamble 
ſeepplecations,we aid abRaine, Bur our hopes being" extingiſhed 
by that unexpected Declaration , as we cook our Hwords mn our 
hands at home for our juſt dif nce, fo we were thinking to fead 
ſome Infermatzons and Peritians abroad, efpecially to rhe Frencts 
King, wherern, we wat, ao word hath ctcaped us, that can<1- 
ther procure the indiguarien of our owne King, or 'wilt be 
found contrary tothe dury and loyalty of Subjeas: And 
that no lefſe could have been faid by any Nation , in ſo great. 
- extreamity : ' yer this was bur'an impericet motion, which d> 
ed inthe bud amongſt oor ſelves ,/ and aever did rife $6'that 
avs page he fhench others. - When we vey yy abrcat- 
ed » when executton was comming upon A tEITIDU 
armie, it muſt be laid our charge 223 fake incapable . — 
our Commuulliogers puniſhed for it , that we dared fo mych 2$ 
to intend to cry te-gthers to aiterceed for us + when Qur own 
ſeepplicetzons could not be heard : Poore ſouls, we mult be bee, 
zen, and neither reſiſt, nor complame : It is thertore our carne 
deſire thar every eye thar ſeech rhar innocent Letter, may with 
the ſame view look upon the Proclamation given our at that 
eime, and compare them rogether : And withall, we defire ro 
be informed what we fhall doe in the like exigence now when 
Armies are coming againſt as, if it be not lawfull for us boch 
to cry roGodand tamen to help us, and ro anrerceed with our 
King for us. Thar Lerrer was. written” before his Majefties 
—_—___ the Camp , and wasuor concealed by our Noble 
men , bur made known ro ſome of prime quality there'2 If 
chere had been 2 in the hearrs of our enemies, that the 
Aricles of panfication thould have been obſerved, this Lettery 
alchough it had been ſeor-and all ocher quarrels of this kinds 
had been by 2 law of oblivion forbidden to Ir could 
not have been a ground of calling che rs eo quarrel] 
chem atcer the paeefication', but the wicked Sycophan; ant det 
taxouewould have been found in che tranſgreflion, and made the 
facntice.... And tharthere be no more doubt in rhe minde of 
any good man', we have here , our faith and honour , tet 
down the very words of our ms ſubſcribed acthatrimes

That ſecing we baye many times ſupplies hn Majeſty,” and have. 
not prevailed, therfore to treat the King of France , to interceede. 
and meditate with our Saveraigne ,. to lay down. by Armies, intended. 
andraiſed againſt us, and to ſuffer thu by ancient and native Kmgdome 
to enjoy. ber Religion, and Laberties, in peace and freedome under bu 
Majeſties authority, albeit we be not Aifilent of Gods aſſiſtance when- 
oever we 5ball be neceſſitate to our own defence, which # approven both 
the Law of God, Nature, and Nations. | 
© Ourenemies, wha catch all pretexts againſt us., may. have 
enough here wherewith to pleaſe themſelves, - But when thav 
graye and great Councell ſhall conſider that the Letter was. 
never ſent, and nothing from France or at home ſhall ever be 
found that can prove the {ending of- it abroad.,, that it was in= 
tended upon the hearing of ſo harſha Proclamation, and be-- 
fore the pacification, wherein it ought ts have been buried, and 
that it wag accompanied: with ſuch. Iaſtrudtons ,- as noe bur. 
malice it ſelfe cancenfure :- for no threats from Expland ,! nori 
PLeparations.4n View ,. can.caſbus lutions of interain= 
mg forragne conforderations,: induch fart as may ſer up a par- 
eition wall betwixe the: wor Kangdomes gt 'we craſk 
they ſhall finde no-more groundiof plealing our enemies;, and; 
of grieving us inthis,then imour other proceedings;whichwe 
Exncllly deſueto.be uopartially uamined by them. +» oy 
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Now againſt this high and extreame inſolencie of our a&- 
verſaries > which ſwelleth: every day toa greater bigneſſe an@ 
exulcerationzand 15 to breake out angeriold at their pleaſure. 
Although ip vbedience to the Law of God and nature , we be 

thinking upon our preparations for ſafety and defence, and for 
obtaining our often prefented humble and juſt deſires, yer no+ 
thing bur extrezme neceſlity which hath no Law, fhall enforce 
us to go beyond the bounds of perrtion and defence » and when 
that extreamities fhall come (which God in his mercy ro both 
Kingdomes prevent )we truſt our carriage fhall refute the flan- 
ders and reproaches of ourenemies ; that we are not ſeeking 
our ſelves and. our ewn ends : but with the aſliftance of all in 
England, who tender their own happineſſe and ours , to petition 
his Majeſty the more pewertully, tor receiving right mfurma- 
#ion,and. forſubmitting both all differences,and all thoſe wick« 
ed Counſellors, who have ſhaken the foundations of the Kirk, 
Srate, and the Kings 1] hrone, unto the judgement and cenſure: 
of a free Parliament , by which. we hope the GoſpelLot Chriſt: 
fhall be inlarged, both the Kingdomes freed from danger, and 
our dread Soveraigne made more great and glorious, then any 
of his Predecefſors, which,as ic is the eud,ſou is the uat 
Prayers of us all,
